WR ther of a fole hath no toy, 
Nad 17,21. Moaneth it not ſo much 
of naturall idiots, and ſuch as are deſtitute 
of common reaſon: although it is true, that 
is a lamenlable iudgement of God, and a 
heauineſſe to the parents of ſuch a child:as 
of wicked childꝛen ſuch as either are igno⸗ 
rant in the woꝛd, noꝛ knowing how to oꝛ⸗ 
der one right ſtep to the kingdome of God, 
02 elſe hauing ſome knowledge, abuſe 
it to maintaine their carnall luſtes and 
appetite. Fo: this cauſe, as it woulde 
grieue parents to haue naturall fœles to 
their childꝛen, oꝛ ſuch as either in ſome 
imperfection of nature are diſmembzed, 
p2 defo2med and miſfigured in the partes 
of their bodie, ſo much moꝛe ſhoulde it 
grieue them to haue ſuch childꝛen, as ei⸗ 
her fo: want of knowledge and hea- 
ucnlic wiledome; can not walke in the

molt part of men bew2ay, but their great 
hipocriſie, in that neither their iop, no2 
their ariefe 1s ſound to their childꝛen, and 
that they loue themſelues moꝛe in their 
childꝛen, then epther their ſaluation o2 
the gloꝛie of GO Dꝛ the tender loue and 
care whereof no doubt did increaſe the 
ſoꝛrow of Dauid foz the death of his ſonne 
A.3.

Abſolon , who was not ſo much grieued 
foꝛ the loſſe of a ſonne, as fo2 that vntime⸗

we haue no care, by vertuous education,

no: and yet men loking vp to God his

ment of God to ſend them either mon- 


ſters, oꝛ naturall fwles, o2 elſe ſuch as has 


uing god gifts of the mind, and well pꝛo⸗ 
po2tioned bodtes, are moſt wicked, grace- 
 lefſe, and pꝛophane perſons. Agameon the 
contrarie we ſhal findin the woꝛd of God, 
that noble and notable men, commended 
vnto vs fo2 rare examples of vertue and 
godlines, were childꝛen aſked and obteined 
of God by pꝛaier.

L oke what ſinnes we haue receiued natu- 
rallie without G O D his great bleſſing, 
without p2aicr c humbling of our ſelues, 
we ſhall conuey them to poſteritie:and al- 
though the loꝛd granteth ſometimes ciuill 
gifts vnto the childꝛen of natural and car⸗ 
nal men, pet fo2 the moſt part they receiue 
their naturall ſins, But if the childꝛen of

pꝛaier:be mercifull vnto me(D Loꝛd) and 
in thy god time ſhewe ſome pittie vpon ( 
my childe. Thus thinking thou goeſt a- 
bout to co2rec nature in the childe which 
he could not helpe, arwing thy ſelfe with 
pꝛaier, repenting with Iacob , thou ſhalt 
A be ſo affected as deſirous to dzaw thy child 
_  outoffinne „vet with the mildeſt meanes 
and leaſt rigoꝛ. And one thing is moſt 


wonderfull:that ſome will teach their chil⸗ 
deen to ſpeake coꝛruptlic, and dee wicked⸗ 
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lp whilſt they are yong, and yet beat them 
fo2 it when they are olde:againe ſome will 
imbolden their litle ones to p2actiſe iniqui⸗ | 
tie towardes others, which when by the 
iuſt iudgement of God they after ward ex⸗ 
crciſe towardes the parents themſelues, 
they are coꝛreded fo2 it. And pet deale with 
theſe and ſuch like men fo2 the euill educa- 
tion of their childzen , and they will an⸗ 
were: doe not we as much as is of vs 
required: wer ſende our childzen to the 
Church to be inſtructed ol the paſtour, and 
to the ſchole to be taught of the maiſter: it 
they learne, it will be the better fo2 them, 
if not, they haue the moꝛe to anſwers fo; : 
what can we domoze? But remember, O 
x man, conſider, O woman, whoſoeuer thus 
ſpcaketh,foz that ſinnes ſake, and the want 
of pꝛaier there may be a plague vpon the 
paſtoꝛs paines, and a curſſe vpon the tca- 
chers trauell. If parents would haue their 
childꝛen bleſſed at the Church and at the 
ſchole, let the beware they giue their chil⸗ 
dꝛen no coꝛrupt example at home by anie 
careleſneſſe, pꝛophaneſſe, oꝛ Ae 
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_therwiſe parents wil do them moꝛe harm 
at home then both paſtoꝛ and ſcholmaiſter 
can dw god abꝛoad: fo2 the coꝛrupt exam⸗ 
ple of the one fighteth with p god doctrine 
of the other: which is by ſo much the moꝛe 
dangerous, becauſe that coꝛrupt walking 
is armed with nature, and therefoꝛe moꝛe 
© fozcibly inclineth the affections of childzen 
to that ſide, And further experience tea⸗ 
cheth ds that childꝛen like oꝛ miſlike moꝛe 
by countenance, geſture and behauiour, 
then by ame rule, doctrine, oꝛ pꝛecept what 
ſoeuer. Some there be that will not haue 
their childꝛen taught vntill they be ten oz 
twelue yeares old, becauſe as they ſay, at 
that age they haue but an apiſh imitation. 
To whom J anſwcre, that although they 
cannot then deepely diſcerne,no2 pꝛofound⸗ 
lic concetue things, yet how mante things 
befo2e theſe peares will they both rc- 
ceiue, and remember: And J demaund if 
childꝛen be apiſh in imitating that, whiles 
they be yong, which they will haue the ha- 
bit of when they be old, may they not much 
better der apiſhite god whiles they are 
rong, 
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vong, which they may do carefullie when 
flhyey are olde? beſides let them goe ſo vn⸗ 
taught, and they will grow ſo headſtrong, it 
that they will ſoner be bꝛoken, then bens | 
ded : and ſure it is that one tripe, oꝛ two 
woꝛds will doe moꝛe god to a child in time 
then a hüdꝛed ſtripes after ward. And here 
let parents be admoniſhed of their vndiſ⸗ 
trete coꝛrection, who doe their childꝛen 
monꝛe harme in chewing a merrie counte⸗ 
nance after their diſcipline vſed, then they 
do god by their chaſtiſement of them whi- 
les they do coꝛrect them, either doe J 
pur poſe to take away naturall affections 
anda Chꝛiſtian kind of compaſſion in all 
4 ourcenſures : fo2 it is my great complaint 
ol the bzutith vumercifulneſſe of manie 
parents herein, but would with Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, to coꝛrect their vndiſcreete affections 
her ein by heauenly wiſedome, Neither am 
J ſo Stoicall as to deme a moꝛe milde and 
affable kinde of ſpeach to bee both lawful⸗ 
fie and conuenientlie vſed to childꝛen, and 
vet J with it to be void of all vnſeemely le⸗ 


nitie, and without all ſhew of foliſh,vaine 
and

and brmeceſſarie behaniour, To be bꝛiefe, 
howe needefull houſhold gouernement to⸗ 
wards our childꝛen is, it may appeare by 
the lender thꝛiuing and finall p2ofiting 
either of religion oꝛ vertue, either in the 
church oꝛ common wealth. vpeake men ol 
diſcipline neuer ſo much, — they 
of the want of church gouernement neuer 
ſo loude; -pzeath they, Rach they neuer ſo 
much ab2oade, vnleſſe they will beginne 
diſcipline in refoꝛming their houſes, and 
giue religion ſome rowme at home, they 
Hall trauaile much, andp29fite little. And 
ſurelp, if men be carcfull to refozme them- 
ſelues fir it, and then their families; if their 
charge be greater their cirtuites and pꝛo⸗ 
uinces, wherein the Lo2de hath placed 
them, it were the beſt way to moue ths 
Lo2d fo beſtow refo:mation,and diſcipline 
on his church among vs:and of all meanes 
that nowe may be hoped fo2 this ſermeth 
beft: fo2 of particuler perſons come famt- 
lies, of families townes,of townes pꝛouin⸗ 
tes, of p2ouinces realmes, ſo that conueigh⸗ 
ing diſcipline thus from one to another, in 

time 
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time, and that ſhoꝛtlie it would come into 
the church: well (J ſay) let theres be neuer 
ſo god lawes in cities, neuer ſo pure oꝛ⸗ 
ders in churches, if there be no p2actiſe at 
home, if fathers of families vſe not doc⸗ 
trine, and diſcipline in their houſes, ioyne 
their handes to magiſtrate and miniſters, 
they map indeede, but vniuſtlie, as manie 
haue done complaine that their childꝛen 
are coꝛrupted abꝛoad, when they were be- 
foꝛe, and ars ſtill coꝛrupted at home, Alas 
if parents, to whome the comfo2t of their 
childꝛen well bꝛought vp is a pꝛecious 
crown, wil not info ꝛme and refo2me their 
childzen in the feare of God, howe would 
hope ſuſtaine theſe men, that others will 
per foꝛme this dutie ſoꝛ them, to whome 
this charge doeth farre lefſe appertaine 2 
Laſtlie, let parents remember, that there⸗ 
ſoꝛe they haue diſoꝛdered and diſobedient 
childꝛen to themſelues, becauſe they haue 
beene diſobedient childꝛen vnto the Loꝛde, 
and diſoꝛdered to their parents when they 
were young, whereof becauſe they haue 
not repented, the Lozde punicheth Lacs 
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ſinnes to others with the like ſinne to them 
ſelues. Milt thou know, thou father, howe 
thou maieſt haue that bleſſing to bee the 
bleſſed father of a bleſſed ſeede? wilt thou 
know, thou mother, howe to auoide that 
curſſe to be the curſſed mother of a curſſed 
ſeede? bꝛing thy childꝛen within the com- 
paſſe of the couenant: indeuour to make 
thy ſonne the ſonne of God, and thy daugh⸗ 
ter by nature the daughter of god by grace: 
and remember howe that God, which on 
his part pꝛoteſted to father Abraham that 
he was all ſufficient foz the accompliſh⸗ 
ment of his pꝛomiſe in giuing him ableſ- 
ſed ſeede, and requeſted alſo on father A- 
brahams part, that he ſhould walke befoꝛe 
him, and be vpꝛight. Wilt thou then haue 
the one part of this of the conenant : that 
is, that God ſhould bleſſe the in thy ſeꝛde 2 
then remember alſo that thou walke be- 
foe the Loꝛd, and be vpꝛight: wilt thou 
haue thy childꝛen as the bleſſed ſ&de of 
Abraham ? teach them with Abrahani

with Abraham, that they may be a holie 


ſacrifice vnto the Lo2d, It is thou, O man, 
O woman, that mapeſt do thy childe the

ſelfe, the Loꝛd will bleſſe thy care, the pa⸗ 
ſtoꝛs paines, the teachers trauaile.

both hope that thou art of the faithful, ir 


uenant when thy ſerde is accurſſed. But 
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Loꝛd is ſo vniuerſall that euerie particu⸗ 
lar child of a faithfull man ſhould be with⸗ 
in the couenant:foꝛ if of many there be but 
one bleſſed, the pꝛomiſe is perfo2med: yea, 
which moꝛe is, though the faithfull man 
haue neuer a god childe, pet, if vnto the 
thouſand generation there be but one god, 
the couenant is not bꝛoken: neither muſk 
we tie the Loꝛde his wozke ſo much to 
man, that a god man map not haue an e⸗ 
uill ſonne: ſeeing though the Loꝛd viſit not 
his ſinnes, pet he may viſit the ſinnes of 
ſome of the fo2efathers , to the thirde and 
fourth generation going befoꝛe. To the ſe- 
cond J ſay, that an euill father hamng a 
god child, though the Loꝛd ſhew not mer⸗ 
cie to that particular man therein, yet he 
may remember his pꝛomiſe to ſome of the 
fo2cfathers in the thouſand generations 
going befo2e : and though that euill man 
haue no curſſed child, pet the curſle may be 
accompliſhed in the third and fourth gene⸗ 
ration following. Wherefo2ze not ſpea- 
king of election oꝛ repꝛobation, which wee 
leaue only to the Loꝛd to make god 02 * 
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F erhozt parentes to vſe the oꝛdinaris 
meanes, to bꝛing vp their childꝛẽ ſo as they 
either by ſome god tokens may ſe them 
the childꝛen of God, and heires of the cos 
uenant, oꝛ at leaſt be comfoꝛted in their 
owne conſcience if their childꝛen fo2 ſome 
cauſe vnknowne refuſe if, in that to their 
habilitie they haue vſed all god meanes to 


God. And if parents haue cauſe to be grie⸗ 
ved, when thus trauelling in god educati⸗ 
on, they cannot ſee god in their child2en, 
how much moꝛe cauſe of griefe map they 
haue when they haue vſed no labour at all 
to bꝛing them vp in the feare of the Loꝛd: 
And yet many will be grieued foꝛ the one, 
that will not foꝛ the other: wherfoꝛe let vs 
learne, i we will conuey God his bleſſing 
to our poſterities, let vs vſe p duties there 
onto, let vs, if we be loth to comuey God 
his iudgements to our childꝛen, carcfullic 
auoid the meanes vnto it: and ſurely as it 


is a bleſſed thing in the houre of death, 


with Simeon to depart in peace, leauing 
our wife, childꝛen and ſeruants members 
B. ij. of 


bing them vp well, and offered them to 
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of Chꝛiſt, ſpouſes to Chꝛiſt, childꝛẽ to God, 
and ſeruants to the Loꝛde: ſo in death no 
one thing will be moꝛe grieuous vnto a 
man, then the Lo2d hauing giuen him the 
charge of ſo many ſoules to be furthered 

to ſaluation, that his owne toꝛmented con⸗ 
ſcience ſhall pꝛeſſe him, ho we, in as much 

as he could, he hath helped them foꝛ warde 

to their damnation : and ſo, which is moꝛe 
fearefull, he ſhall haue them ſpewing and 
foming out on his face continuall curſes 

in hell, accuſing him fo2 cuer to bee a 
murtherer of their ſoules, and a cutthꝛote 

of their ſaluation. Howe be it, in all this 
doe not erempt Childzen from all 
blame, ſo charging the parents as though 
the Childzen were fre from all guilti⸗ 
neſſe herein: foꝛ J am not ignoꝛant, that 

as in the time of Ezechiel, ſo in our dayes 
youth is readie enough to take vp this pꝛo⸗ 
uerbꝛthe fathers haue eaten ſower grapes, 
and the Childꝛens teeth are ſet on edge: 
| but J affirme, that though the occaſion be 
offredof ſuch wicked parents,yet the cauſe 
of deftriiction is ſtill in the childzen them 
(clues, 
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ſelues. And beſides that, it is ſure that the 


ſoule which hath ſinned ſhall die the death, 
Seeing there bee ſome young men, who, 
notwithſtanding the great pzophaneſſe of 
the moſte , the mamifolde coꝛruptions of- 
fered abꝛoade, the vngodlie examples a- 
bounding at home, are ſo mightilie pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued by the ſeede of grace, that they eſ- 
cape ſafelie in an holie courſe of life, la⸗ 
menting when they ſe the leaſt occaſion 
of euill, reiopcing in the leaſt occaſion of 
good things, The reſt who pleaſe them⸗ 
ſelues, and hope to ſhelter their ſinnes vn⸗ 
der their parents defaults, are plainlie left 
without excuſe, and are iuſtlie guiltie of 
thebloud of their owne ſinnes. Labour 
therefoꝛe, ye vong men, to wipe away the 
teares of griefe from pour fathers eies, and 
ſtap the ſoꝛrowfull ſpirites of pour tender 
mothers, and conſider in vour ſelues, if ve 
haue anie nature in you, and haue not bu⸗ 
ried p vſe of common reaſon, what a ſhame 
is it to be a ſhame vnto pour fathers , to 
whome ye ought to be a gloꝛie: thinke pe, 
wanton wittes , that haue not caſt of all 
naturall 
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naturall affections, what a contempt it 
is to be a contempt vnto your mothers, to 
whome you haue offered as it were a de- 
ſpightfull violence, in that ve are a coꝛro⸗ 
ſtue to hir griefe, when as pe ſhould haue 
bene a crowne vnto hir comfoꝛts. The end 
of all this bꝛerflie is thus much: that pa- 
rents hauing fwles, Childꝛen not wal⸗ 
king either in knowledge oꝛ in a god cõſci⸗ 
ence muſt make ſome vle of ſo iuſt a cauſe 
of griefe, examining themſelues, and ac⸗ 
cuſing their owne ſoules befoꝛe the Lo2d, 
either foꝛ that their meeting was pꝛo⸗ 
phane to ſo holie an eſtate, oꝛ bꝛutiſhlie, 
becauſe they deſired rather a ſeede like vn⸗ 
to them in fleſh and bloud, then ſuch as 
might bee like to Chꝛiſt by grace and new 
birth, oꝛ that they begate their ofſpꝛing 
as mere naturall oꝛ verie carnall men: oꝛ 
becauſe they either pꝛophanelie neglected 


all education, oꝛ monſtrouſlie miſliked 


that in their poung childꝛen which they li⸗ 
ked in themſelues, and puniſhed in them 
their owne coꝛrupt pꝛetepts, o2 foꝛ that 
they ſuffered their Childꝛen iniurioullie 

| | to 
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to doe euill to others, which they could not 
ſuffer to doe to them ſelues: oꝛ vntaught 
that at home which was taught abꝛoad:oꝛ 
in that they doe lie in ſome ſinne vnrepen⸗ 
ted of: o2 elſe becauſe they neuer made 
conſcience to bꝛing their poſteritie within 
the couenant of ſaluation, but ſtill loued 
the fleth of their childꝛen, and not their 
ſoules. And childꝛen here alſo muſt learne 
that it is one ſpeciall pꝛopertie of a liberal 
and ingenious nature to be carefull ſo to 
line, that in time they may be a gloꝛie to 
their fathers, and a toy to their mothers; 
which the Loꝛd grant to vs all, fo2 his 
owne gloꝛie and our euerlaſting 
comfoꝛt, thꝛough Jeſus | 
Chꝛiſt our Loꝛd and | 
onlie Sauiour, |
